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Abstract 


PURPOSE:To decide the need for change through an input circuit and to improve the operability of the 
titled input device by actuating an input preventing means in response to the state of the 3rd memory 
means and inhibiting the qualification of the 2nd memory means which is carried out by an input setting 
means for a fixed sequential operation section. 

CONSTITUTION:The sequential operations proceed to a rinsing process, and the storage data on a 
memory region 5 serving as the 3rd memory means is supplies to an arithmetic logical unit 7 constituting 
an input preventing means by an indication of an ROM2. Then the rinsing process is discriminated and 
this result is set to an FF8. Thus the qualification is inhibited for a memory region 4 serving as the 2nd 
memory means which changes the process, the time and the frequency by an input switch. If a switch is 
pushed during a washing process, the storage contents of the region 4 are changed. Thus the procedure 
is changed for the sequential operations. In this case, a timer 9 is actuated to inhibit the start of 
operation for a fixed period of time. Therefore no change is given to the region at this time point. 
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
